‘The average 
attendance was 180. 


During a part of the time this year the attendance 
has been diminished by more than the usual amount of 
sickness. 


Another class was graduated from the High School 
last June. The graduating exercises were creditable to 
those who took part in them, and to the yak of the 
High School, who had charge of them. 


In closing this report your committee wish to ex- 
press the hope that during the coming years as many 
scholars as possible may have an ambition to exert — 
themselves to be present at every session of the school 
through the year, and without any tardiness.
